The ma 
jority have come through a difficult 
year with great credit to themselves 
and the school. I am expecting 
them to show better results than 
any previous third year group. 

Grade XL 

The figures for this group are 
difficult to summarise and present 
in such a way as to give a true pic 
ture of progress and attainment. 
The following points should be 
noted; 

Practically all are fourth yeai 
students completing their third 
year courses. They have fallen be 
hind in the earlier years, failed to 
keep pace with the seven units a 
year requirement, and as previous 
ly explained, cannot make good use 
of the school organization which is 1 
(necessarily) planned for those who 
are able to progress at the rate of 
seven units each school year. 

I have classed as excellent those] 
who have passed 100% of their 
work, as satisfactory those passing] 
80% of the work and the rest as un 
satisfactory. This higher standard 
of judgment is probably fair when 
we consider that the student in this 
group is covering a smaller program 
of work, though it should be re 
membered that all ate handicapped 
by time table difficulties.

On October 1, 1930, the second year of this experiment will come to a 
close. So substantial has been the progress made that now the slogan is: 
“The Five-Year Plan In Four Years.” What is this “Five-Year Plan? ” It 
was outlined by a Soviet Government agency over a year ago, and, in part, 
the plan— 

“Provides for total capital investments in the five years beginning Octo¬ 
ber 1, 1928, of $33,000,000,000, or about two and one-half times the actual in¬ 
vestments in the preceding five years. A goodly share of this will go for the 
construction of industrial plants and for the purchase of foreign equipment 
and machinery. The foreign-trade programme calls for imports of about 
.$3,200,000,000 during the period. Among the outstanding projects scheduled 
for construction, and in most instances completion, during the five-year 
period, are two tractor factories with an output of 40,000 units per year 
each, an automobile factory with an output of 100,000 cars per annum, 
score of steel mills to produce over 5,000,000 tons of steel per year, many j 
chemical, textile, machine-building, electro-technical, paper, glass, leather, 
and other factories, as well as a dozen or more large power plants, many 
mines, etc.” 

That was the “Plan,” but, according to a Moscow correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, the “Five-Year Plan" in many instances is already 
surpassing the figures expected to be attained. He says: “The first version 
of the "Plan” called for the production of 22,000,000 tons of oil and 10,000,000 
tons of cast-iron in 1933; now these figures have been revised upwards, 
respectively, to 38,000,000 and 17,000,000. During the current year 221 new 
industrial enterprises, built at a cost of approximately $425,000,000, have be¬ 
gun to function, and the list of unusually large-factories which have been

Officials of the World’s Grain 
Exhibition and Conference to he 
held at Regina Jhly 25 to August 6, 
1932, report that farmers In the 
States of Missouri and Kansas are 
keenly interested. 'Entries of both 
oats and corn from these states are 
to be expected at the Exhibition. 
Over $200,009 is to be offered la 
cash prizes and in some classes aa 
many as fifty prizes will be award¬ 
ed. First prize for wheat will he 
$2,500 and first prize for corn, 
$1,500. 


There is efficiency of kinds. Offices particularly are 
the special study of efficiency experts. Some need pepping 
up, but this can be carried to extremes. In one large office 
efficiency was carried to such a point that it defeated its 
object. Time taken in seeing that the efficiency rules were 
faithfully observed did not effect the economies that were 
predicted. 

Efficiency experts usually overlook the human equa¬ 
tion. They base their calculations on the assumption that 
individuals will work like machines, turn out so much a day 
regardless of their physical condition. The result is that 
instead of harmony prevailing, workers are under a strain 
and the system does not run as smoothly as if there were 
more of the milk of human kindness injected into the 
hearts and minds of the workers. 


Flag poles are found at their 
best and highest in British Colum¬ 
bia. Recently one was sent via 
the Panama Canal, all the way by 
water, to the Toronto National Ex¬ 
hibition. It was 177 feet high. 31 
inches in diameter at the base and 
9% inches at the top. This young 
giant was 236 years old. The daddy 
of them all is at the famous Kew 
Gardens, London, England, and 1« 
241 feet high. 


This year’s crop of grapes in the 
Niagara fruit peninsula between 
Hamilton and Niagara Falls, Ont., 
is expected to reach about 58,000,- 
000 pounds, an increase of 15 per 
cent, over the 1929 crop. 


Motor tourist travel from the 
United States to New Brunswick 
has been 50 per cent, greater this 
year than in 1929, according to 
statistics covering the season up to 
August 31, compiled by the provin¬ 
cial government from official re¬ 
turns gathered at the 25 ports of 
entry along the international 
boundary. The number was 385,- 
531. Normal increase each year 
has been 25 per cent, and the great 
difference this year is attributed to 
wider advertising by the provincial 
government.

TEMPTING ORDERS 


(By G. F. Bouchat) 

A very Intimate friend engaged In 
the manufacture of storage batteries 
here in the west granted me the priv¬ 
ilege. of going through his factory 
about three years ago. The time he 
was so kind as to spend with me dur¬ 
ing this visit was certainly appreci¬ 
ated and 1 must admit proved Very en¬ 
lightening. 

It was with an attitude of pride that 
he* displayed an order for 25,000 auto¬ 
mobile batteries received only a few 
days prior to my visit, from a wealthy 
mail order house. 

Having often wondered how it was 
possible for nnfil order houses to sell 
storage batteries at the prices they 
did, it was only natural that my curi¬ 
osity should be aroused to its highest 
pitch. 

Immediately taking advantage of the 
situation, I bombarded him with a 
mutipliclty of questions and soon 
learned, inot at all to my surprise, 
that these batteries were being con¬ 
structed to conform with certain speci¬ 
fications. t 

The rubber cases were being manu¬ 
factured under a special trade name. 
A reduction in weight (oVitwardly not 
perceivable) was being made. A re¬ 
duction in weight that permitted them 
to reduce the cost from $1.04 each to 
68 cents, or approximately 71 per cent 
on this part alone. 

As a camouflage fairly thick posi¬ 
tive and negative plates were being 
utilized, but the surface area of the 
Plates was reduced considerably. This 
of course meant a reduction in the 
quantity of sponge lead, antimony and 
other ingredients used In these plates. 

Second grade Port Orford cedar sep¬ 
arators were being used. reduction 
in the size of connecting straps and 
terminal posts wee likewise being 
made. For the entire interior con¬ 
struction of the battery they were be¬ 
ing charged $3.65. 

Though it is customary that high 
quality storage batteries' be given a 


triple-cycle charge before leaving the 
factory, thi.; firm wae content to ac¬ 
cept a single-cycle charge, for which 
they were being charged 30 cents. As 
their advertising campaign was 
launched in the Spring of the' year, 
they could get by with a single ori¬ 
ginal charge. They were also paying 
30 cents for a crate or shipping box. 
The total cost of the battery was 
therefore Only $4-93. 
v These batteries were placed on the 
market at a price very near the ten 
dollar mark. 

When I brought up the question of 
guarantee, I was promptly informed 
that they.as manufacturers were not 
standing behind these special bat¬ 
teries, as they were very much inferior 
to their standard make. In view of 
the exorbitant profit this mail order 
house was realizing, however, they 
could well afford to bear the cost of 
replacements alone, without appealing' 
to the manufacturers. 

As a matter of fact, before swing¬ 
ing their campaign, this mall order 
house anitcipated 30 per cent return 
on their entire shipments as defective. 
The salvage they could obtain from 
these returns would be more than suf¬ 
ficient to pay for the transportation 
charges on the replacements. And 
think what good fellows they could 
make of themselves by replacing de¬ 
fectives without an argument as to the 
soundness of the complaint.. 

Even with this anticipated loss con¬ 
fronting them, they realized a net 
profit of 68 per cent on these batteries 
which were disposed of with no more 
sales resistance than hot dogs at a 
country fair. 

What a contrast between this profit 
and the 29 per cent your local battery 
dealer makes on batteries of superior 
quality out of which he must absorb 
transportation charges, crating costs, 
draying rent, taxes, etc. 

It is therefore evident that when 
your local battery dealers quote you 
a price on a storage battery or other 
accessory that is higher than some 
you have seen in mail order catalogues 
that it might be well to remember they 
are not profiteering.

Feed Skim >lilk 

I Feeding tests at the Cap Rouge 
Experimental Station of the Domin¬ 
ion Department of Agriculture show 
that it pays to feed laying hens skim- 
milk. Five years tests show that with 
a basal ration of grain meal, shell 
and vegetable feeds, hens fed stfim- 
milk laid more eggs and gained more 
in weight than hens fed beef scraps. 
Incidentally the cost of skim-milk is 
just one-ninth that of j^eef scrap. 


Russia Worried Over People Who 
Will Not Come Back 

The Russian Government is consid¬ 
erably worried over what has been 
designated as the “third emigration.” 
The first emigration was that of the , 
Socialists and anarchists in czarist 
days. The second was that of the one 
or two million Russians who fled to 
all parts of the world from the bol- 
shevist terror. The third is that of 
the “nonreturners,” soviet citizens ap¬ 
pointed to diplomatic or other posts 
abroad who refuse to go back home 
when so ordered. The penalty for such 
refusal is death and confiscation of 
goods. 

The third emigration is a striking 
indication of the conditions of tyran¬ 
ny prevailing in Soviet Russia. When 
government officials, presumably se- 
! lected for their special zeal in the 
cause, desert the ship of state in con¬ 
siderable numbers there is reason to 
believe that the soviet system ought 
\ to be confined to Russia.
